FIRS AT NEVIS. 

♦ ■ ■ 

Information was brought Into Cromwell on 
Friday afternoon that the premiBes owned by 
Mr J. Crombie, at Nevis crossing, and known os 
the British Hotel and Store, had been burnt 
down that morning. We are indebted for the 
following particulars of the disaster to Sergeant 
M'Nally, who immediately proceeded to NeviB 
to make enquiries. Mr D. A, Jolly of this town 
slept in the hotel the night previous to the tire, 
and next morning proceeded with Mr Crombie 
to the Nevis township, leaving Mrs Crombie 
and three children on the premises. About 11 
o’clock Mrs Crombie was going to the back part 
of the house when she found the passage full of 
smoke. <She hurried back to the kitchen, where 
her infant was, and having carried it to a place 
of safety she went round the outside of the build- 
ing in search of the two other children. She met 
them coming round tbe end of the building 
that was on tire, the eldest boy, aged about four 
years, having a box of matches in his hand. 
Before assistance came, tbe tiames burst out and 
spread so rapidly that it was impossible to save 
anything. There was a strong northerly breeze 
blowing, and the tire is supposed to have been 
caused by some live ashes being blown from an 
adjacent ash-pit under the weather-boards of the 
house. This ia the more probable from the fact 
that live ashes were afterwards found in the 
pit. 

The premises and furniture were insured in 
the South British office for £400, and the loss is 
‘ aid to be estimated at £600. 



A sum of L2000 is to be placed on the 
Estimates for the construction of the Cromwell- 
Wauaka telegraph lino. 

At last meeting of tlia Waste Lands 
Board Mr Henry Norman applied to purchase 
two acres of the township of Newcastle, his 
former hotel site and other property having been 
washed away by the flood ot last year. The 
application was granted, and price fixed at L2 
per acre, 

A Dimedin carter named John Meldrum 
W 2 W killed on Thursday last by a tram-car. The 
engine frightened the horse deceased was driving, 
and while trying to restrain the animal, Mel- 
drum waa knocked down on the tram*track, 
suffering such dreadful injuries that he died a 
few hours afterwards. It was proved at the 
inquest that the tram-car break was knovm to 
be defective, and the superintending engineer 
has been committed for trial on a charge of 
manslaughter. 

“ It’s an ill wind that blows no one 
good,” and the interior districts have the satis* 
i faction of knowing that the glut of labor is 
forcing on the Otago Central railway at a quicker 
rate than would be under ordinary circumstances. 
Another section is to be thrown open for the 
purpose of providing work for the unemployed. 
The new section ia from the Taieri River towards 
Deep Stream. During last week about 50 men 
applied to the Public Works Department for 
employment, and there are now at work on the 
line under the department 550 men. 

The Cromwell Volunteers mustered in 
strong force on Wednesday last for Government 
inspection. This was conducted by Captain 
Brown, who expressed hia satisfaction with the 
condition of arms, &c , generally. 8ub-Lieut 
JoHy then exercised the coni])any in a v.irictyof 
drill, which was very steadi’y performed — the 
marching and wheeling being particularly good. 
Three new members were proposed. Durin«y the 
evening, Vol. A, Aifcken was presented with 
Capt- Brown’s annual prize - a chastely got-up 
aneroid barometer — won with the very creditable 
average of 62 in three competitions at 200, 400, 
and 600 yards. 

“ Top-rail or no top-rail ” was the 
important question that broke up the delibera- 
tions of the Cromwell Borough Council on Fri- 
day evening last. It had been decided to fence 
off a dangerous piece of roadway, but one council- 
lor insisted that the fence should have a wooilen 
top-rail His brother-councillors dissented from 
this opinion, and the top-rail man finding him- 
self in the proud position of a quorum brought 
proceedings to an ahrupt and undignified close by 
hastily quitting the hall of wisdom The Mayor 
having eased his mind on the meanness of the 
top*rail councillor’s proceeding, vacated the 
chair. There is room for great reform in the 
conduct of business by our civic rulers. 

The Hail Government has managed to 

weather the storm, and now occupy the Treasury 
benches with an assured majority. This can 
scarcely be a matter of surprise, as Mr Hall has 
exhibited throughout a tact and tenacity of 
purpose that showed that to his party time was 
the only thing they wanted to command success. 
Our tclegr.'^ms to-day convey the welcome news 
that the Opposition acknowledge their weak- 
ness and the House will now proceed with 
the business of the country. Nob unnaturally, 
in this electorate, Mr Vincent Pyko has 
been a leading figure in the struggle now 
happily ended, and it cannot truthfully be 
said lie has elevated himself in the eyes of his 
constituency. It ia not pleasant for us to say 
it, but we must confess that the' member for 
Dunstan has humiliated himself and dragged in 
the mire the district he is supjxised to represent. 
A district has reason to be proud of its member 
when office is gained by merit and ability j 
but it is in the utmost degree humiliating 
to hear our representative .classed as a “rat” a 
“ rail-sitter” and “ place-hunter,” with, in fact, 
no apparent object in view, but his own 
aggrandisement. Whatever Mr Dyke may him- 
self think of his conduct in Wellington — and 
doubtless when he again comes before us he will 
have a smooth and plausible tale to tell— the 
bulk of the electors in this district are more 
than ever convinced that the sooner he is pro- 
moted out of this region the better for them. 
To those who know him best his peculiar 
“ wobbling” in politics has not so muoh caused 
surprise as sorrow, As remarked by a Dunedin 
contemporary, “Mr Fyke has simply justified 
his antecedents. Had he stuck to his party 
‘and played on the equ.arc,* there would have 
hocn a want of completeness about hi.s character 
which would have been unaatisfacbory to the 
contemplative philosopher. Never mind, he 
has Vincent County— ‘a poor thing,’ perhaps, 
but *his own!’” ’Tis true, and pity 'tis, ’tia 
true, say we,

sinful to mar the beauty and salubrity of Pem- 
broke by the establishment of a slaughteryard 
in the vicinity. We notice that Mr M'Dougall 
has Written a letter to the Wakatip Mail on the 
subject, in which he very materially strengthens 
the position taken up by hitn. Tbe writer, inter 
aliat remarks : — Those who have seen the place 
(Pembroke) will, I think, bear me out in saying 
that a more picturesque spot will be difficult to 
find, even in Otago i and as to its healthiness, 
what more need be said than that, since the 
formation of the settlement, some 17 years ago, 
extending from Pembroke to tbe Head of Lake 
VVanaka, some 50 chililren have been born, and 
in no single instance, while resident here, has 
a death from natural causes occurred amongst 
them. Th:S is a condition of things of which, 
unfortunately, few communities can boast. No 
epidemic — atmoshheric or otherwise — has ever 
taken root here, and it is to perpetuate (if 
possible) this most desirable of earthly bless- 
ings, that r have raised my voice against the 
establishment, in the middle of our beautiful 
toW’nship, of such an institution as a slaughter- 
yard. Surely such a^lvantages are worth perse- 
vering and striving for. Why should our best 
picture be tarnished by permitting the insertion 
in its very frontispiece of such a hideous 
structure as a slaughteryard ? Let us profit by 
the sad experience realisc.1 a few years ago by 
our neighbors of Cromwell "Who will say that 
their natural position and surroundings arc not 
aa healthy and as favorable in that respect as 
our own, and yet the penalty suffered by them 
was most serious indeed, and for what ? Merely 
because they had disregarded those sauitary 
conditions so intimately allied with the laws of 
health. Here we are about to bring together a 
number of young people in connection with our 
ncwly-erccted school j is it right or proper we 
should be so careless of their health and finer 
feelings as to subject them to dangers and ob- 
noxious odors inseparable from the working of 
a slaughteryard, and which, comparatively 
speaking, is pushed under their very noses ? 
Such conduct would certainly be madness iu the 
extreme.

The secretary of the local Cricket 
Club wrote asking permission. to take water 
from the main in Ortive-street for irrigation 
purposes. — It was resolved that a reply be 
given to the effect that the Corporation has 
no objection, but decline to guarantee any- 
thing. Letters, were read from J. Marsh 
and W. Taylof, lessees of Corporation pro- 
perty (iinbcoupied), giving notice that they 
repudiated any arrangement for leasing that 
they might havb entered into. ■' 

A long discussion ensued as to the liability 
of tenants who had paid one year’s rent for 
the balance due up to date, but nothing final 
was decided upon. 

E. Wish art applied to lease a municipal 
reserve hitherto held by Mr R. Kidd.— It 
was thought by members that as Mr Kidd 
had occupied the section, with a house, for 
some years ho was liable for arrears of rent ; 
and it was resolved that the Council had no 
objection to Mr Kidd transferring .it to Mr 
Wish art as soon as arrears of rent were paid. 

Mr H. Young's account (£31), contract for 
pipe-laying, was passed for payment, the 
clerk having certified that the work had been 
satisfactorily completed. 

The Clerk reported that he had enquired 
into the matter of Mr A. Wood’s complaint 
that Mr Young had refused to lay his water- 
pipes. Mr Young, had informed him (the 
Clerk) that Mr Wood had merely asked him 
to “ give him a hand ” to lay the pipes on 
to his premises, and this Mr Young was too 
busy to do at the time. 

In reply to Mr Scott, the Mayor intimated 
that steps were in progress for the survey 
and sale of the lands acquired by narrowing 
Melraore-street, in accordance with resolution 
of the Coonci). The executive officers of the 
Corporation had the matter in hand. 

Cr Scott objected to the Mayor and Clerk 
quietly working this thing, and not inform- 
ing Crs what proceedings vvere being taken. 

The Mayor said that when there was some- 
thing tangible to lay before the Council it 
would be submitted to members. ' 

Among other minor works spoken of, it 
was pointed out that the embankment of the 
Clutha river beyond Mr Brown’s residence 
was dangerous both to pedestrians and 
wheeled traffic. Cr Scott proposed that a 
protective fence he erected, and suggested 
six wires and a top rail. Other members 
thought.seven wires, without top rail would 
be best, This very important point was 
debated for .some time, Cr Scott being alone 
in his view.; On the Mayor intimating that 
he would put the question of rail or no rail 
to the vote, Cr Scott vacated his place at the 
table and left the room. 

There not being a quorum, business could 
not be proceeded with, and the meeting broke

LINDIS ROAD AND BEIDGE. 

To the Editor of The Cbomwbll Argus. 
Sin,— The state of the main road between the 
Lindis Pass and the so-called “Terrace" de- 
mands the prompt attention of the County 
< ouncil. Owing to the ravages made by the floods 
12 months ago, that which w.as the first direct 
road between Oamaru and Cromwell now scarcely 
deserves to be called a bridle-trnck in conse- 
quence of the tardiness evinced by the Council 
ill repairiug the damages A neatly -constructed 
suspension bridge may have been seen for the 
last fonr months in the vicinity of the Upper 
Gorge, floating, like the decapitated heads of 
Professor Pepper, in mid-air, awaiting the cen- 
struotion of approaches, and representing to the 
ratepayers an amount of dead c,apital, which 
might easily he made to enhance the comfort of 
travellers who now have to ford the river. 

Whatever may be the explanation, one fact is 
patent, viz., the Waitaki road, to the boundary 
of Vincent County is all that could reasonably 
be expected of desircil, while that portion be- 
tween the boundary and the above-named place 
suggests a rather unf.avorable comp.arison be- 
tween the Counties of Waitaki and Vincent as 
regards the attention paid by the latter to the 
convenience of travellers. — 1 am, & 0 .,

ABBOWTOWN.

(from our own correspondent.) 

October 27, 

Within the space of a few months three 
fires have occurred in this district, the origin 
of which, so far as it was possible to trace it, 
has been connected with children playing 
with matches. In all these cases the parents 
of the children are especially circuiuspeot and 
careful, and not the slightest blame attached 
.to them ; indeed it is far more probable that 
in all the cases above referred to the children 
obtained matches by some means or another 
outside their homes, and the lesson taught 
by tliesB fires should serve as a caution to 
everyone to keep matches out of the reach of 
all children. The last of these fires occurred 
at Mr Watson’s farm, resulting in the 
destruction of a stable and some other out- 
houses, the total loss amounting to about £50 
or £60. 

We are just now threatened with a’pletlforfi' 
of amusements, no less than five different 
entertainments being on . the tapis, amongst' 
which the one proposed to be given for the 
benefit of St. Patrick Cluiroh begins to raise 
public curiosity and expectation to a high 
pitch, caused no doubt by the proverbial 
excellence of the entertainments provided 
by the Catholic section of our community. 

-Mr Blackett, Government engineer, paid a 
visit to Arrowtown last week for the purpose 
of making a fl.ying survey for a tramway to 
Macetown. Mr Blackett went over both the 
Big Hill and the Arrow Valley tracks, and 
proinmneed the latter as a site practicable for 
the construction of a tramway. Of course 
the advocates of the rival tracks are at once 
incited to open war by the mere mention of 
any advantage which one track has over the 
other. This is quite as it should be, so long 
as the main point is not lost sight of in these 
otherwise wholesome wranglings. In the 
meantime it is gratifying to record that the 
Government has so far recognised the 
importance of this work as to cause the 
survey to be made. It also shows that Mr 
Finn tries to redceni his pledges as far as 
possible. 

The Arrow District Hospital is coming on 
apace. The building will be soon out of the 
hands of the contractor, and Dr Dickinson 
has closed negotiations pending with the 
Committee by accepting the appointment as 
doctor to the new Hospital. He is expected 
10 arrive hereabout the end of next month. 

The walkiag show of entires held here last 
Saturday was a great success in every respect. 
A large number of spectators was attracted 
from far and near, and opinions were freely 
expressed as to the merits of the several 



horses, the mention honorable beih^ divided ; 
between Mr Rosp’ Lincoln Hero and Mr.i 
Hamilton’s Dnke of Hamilton, both being 
very fair, if rot perfect, represeptativea of ■ 
the Lincoln and Clydesdale breeds,- The ■ 
former was perhaps the -better bred anipigl 
of the two, while the latter had the advan- 
tage of freer and more symmetrical actioji- 
Messrs R. Pritchard’s, 0. Johnston's; . 
LosUe’s and J. Braden’s stallions displayed 
points of great merit, apd are all excellent . , 
in their way. The horses were well got up; >. 
and reflected much credit on their grooms, t- 
The whole of the show; was not merely a sue-; 
cess, but spoke well for the enterprise manj- 
f Bated in this district to improve the breed 
of horse-flesh. Nearly everyone of the horses ’ 
shown represented a good round sum in 
pounds sterling. 



WARDEN’S ANNUAL REPORT. 

»- . 

The following is a copy of Mr Warden 
Simpson’s report on the Dunstan Goldfield 
for the year ended 31st March last '; — , 

T have the honor to hand you the atatlstiotl 
returns of the Dunstan District of the Otago ' 
Goldfields for the year ended 31st March, 1879. 
Of their value I have not, as I have on previous 
occasions remarked, a favorable opinion, founded 
as they necessarily must, be from tbeir nature, 
on unsound data. 

Of the district generally, I have to report— , 
First, that from a mining point of view, when 
compared with last year, it has receded. The 
yield of gold for 1877-78 was 39,084 oz., and for 
1878-79 it has been only 32,014 oz., showings 
decrease nf 7,070 oz. For these figures, I am 
indebted to the civility of the various bank 
agents in the district. The decrease shown is 
for the major part to be attributed to the 
disastrous floods of September last, suspending 
as they did a large pr "portion of the w-oi-ks, par- 
ticularly those inTeviot District, for the balance 
of tho year. In mmy cases they dam.’iged 
the water-races so much that months were lost 
in repairs. In one particular case- namely, the 
Garrick Water-race— the damage caused is 
beyond the ability of the company, the owners, 
to repair, and, as a consequence, the works on 
the Bannockburn have only had one-third of 
their usual supply since, and that means a 
corresponding diminution in the yield of gold. 
But iny astonishment is that the decrease in the 
yield of gold for the year has not been greater. 
If I compare this year's yield with 1876-77, 
which was 34,812 oz,, the decrease is only 
2,800 iiz. The chief decrease has be;:n in the 
alluvial mines, the yield from them being 
28,200 oz , showing 6,818 oz. less th-an last year. 
From quartz the yield has been 3,814 nz,, show- 
ing only 246 oz. of a decrease from last year. 
Looking at the above figures, anil the fact that 
there is no Very noticeable diminution in the 
mining population, I am of opinion that the 
milling interest in this district cannot be said to 
be much on the wane yet, and I am very con- 
fident that the quartz reefs in the district, and 
they are numerous, will excite considerable 
attention at no very distant date. 

■yeff/emenf. —Steady progress has been made 
ill this direction in this district duiing the 
vear. Prom 4,009 to 5,000 acres have been 
leased under the aoricultural-lcase system by 
some 30 different lessees ; and nearly an equal 
area by an equal number of persons has been 
applied for under that system, but, by reason of 
pressure of work in the Survey Department, the 
applications have not been finally dealt with. 
These applications have been in suspense for 
about eight, months, and such delay is, as a 
matter of course, very irksome to settlers, ami 
has anything but a good tendency. About 
1,500 acres have been taken up under deferred 
payments during the year, hut this system is not 
ill favor generally. Taking, therefore the totals 
leased and applied for, the area taken up is 
.about equal to that of last year, which was set 
down at 11,920 acres, and this is in a district 
where it is generally said that the laud is not 
fit for settlement. But the fact is, no land is 
unfit for settlement if people would only study 
what the soil aud climate are best suited to pro- 
duce profit.ably both as regards crog^ aud stock, 
Tbe sale of pastoral lands on deferred payments 
is about to be introduce t into this district, aud 
the surveys have been ma-le with that view. 
The two dangers to ho avoiiled are thc: survey- 
ing of the land into sections too small to form 
depasturing farms ; and, in the neighborhood of 
settle-t agi'icultnra! blocks, &c., making the 
-sections too large and beyond the mc.ans of the 
settler, with a small neighboring freehold or 
leasehold, to acquire grazing ground in lien of 
what thc often too much decried squatter has in 
many cases given them on fair terms in timea 
gone by, for without grazing ground these small 
settlers in the interior cannot make a living. 
Of course these smaller areas should not be 
burdened with the residence clause in cases 
where the person acquiring is already .a bond 
fide settler on the ncigboring land. — I have, ie. ,

GARDEN . CALENDAR. 



KOVBMBBR.- 



Kitchen Gsrdert.- Early-sown vegetable crops 
will now be advancing rapidly, and will require 
close attention as to hoeing, landing-up and 
staking ; and any of the main crops of vegetables 
not yet put in should be attended to immediately. 
Finish planting potatoes, and make sowings of 
peas, broad and French beans, runners, nastur- 
tiums and tomatoes. Sow cabbage, cauliflower,- 
broccoli, savoys and burled greens on rich, well- 
prepared ground, to induce rapid growth, which 
is the best preventative of blight on these crops 
yet discovered. Finish the sowing of carrots, 
beet and parsnips, taking care to cover the seeds 
properly, otherwise, owing to the dryness of tho 
mound at this season, the best seeds may not 
grow. Sow turnip, lettuce and radish ; also 
pumpkin, vegetable marrow, squash, cucumber 
and melon seeds. Celery may still be sown in a 
shaded place, and early sowings pricked out on 
beds formed of well-decomposed manure, and 
well watered. Every effort must now be made 
to keep weeds in check by means of the Dutch 
hoe, which should be used if possible during 
bright sunshine ; for if weeds are allowed to 
choke the young crops and left to shed their 
seed it will take years to eradicate them. 

Fruit Garden. — In dry and exposed gardens, 
all newly-planted fruit trees will be benefited by 
a mulching of stable manure being placed over 
their roots, to extend about three feet from the 
stems of the trees. See that shelter from the 
prevailing wind is provided. Attend early to 
the disbudding of trained peaches and apricot 
trees, removing but a few at a time, so as to 
prevent a too sudden check to the growth of the 
trees. Thin the, fruit of peaches and apricots, 
when about the size of peas, to seven or eight 
inches apart. This, to the inexperienced, may 
appear a great sacrifice, but if carried out will 
certainly benefit the trees, and will tend to the 
growth of large and well-flavored fruit. Mulch 
strawberry plants with short litter or grass, to 
prevent the fruit being soiled by heavy rain, 

Flower Garden. — Dahlias may now be planted 
ont with safety. To grow the dahlia success- 
fully, it requires a rich, deep soil, and the plants 
set four feet apart each way. Hollyhocks will 
now require stakes. Plant out verbenas, scarlet 
geraniums, fuchsias, and heliotrope. Trans- 
plant stocks, asters, and marigolds ; also thin 
and plant annual and other flowers. Keep down 
green fly on roses by frequently Byringing, and 
encourage growth by watering -with manure 
water. Pansieaj pinks, and oarnations should 
have the soil stirred fr^uently about them ; 
aud if growth be languid, water with weak 
guauo-water.

On the other part 
of the question we think it worth while to offer 
some suggestions. ' 

The thing which strikes us as remarkable in 
the matter is the ready credulity ■with which 
Sir G. Grey’s disclaimer of pretentions to office 
appears to be accepted. 'We are really given to 
understand that it has had the effect of firmly 
uniting together the so-called Liberal party. W e 
do not of course profess to know in wbat precise 
terms Sir G, Grey has delivered himself upon 
the subject, nor are yee careful to inquire, It is 
not the first time, nor so very long ago, that Sir 
G. Grey bas had to consider the propriety of 
withholding his pretensions. We all remember 
that ■when Mr Montgomey formed the great 
middle party, the avowed objects of that notable 
piece of party tactics was to ensure, at any rate, 
the exclusion of Sir George Grey personally from 
power, and we all remember with what facility 
Sir G. Grey accepted the situation, and what 
wondrous contentment was given to Mr Mont- 
gomery and his friends by Sir George's assur- 
ance that he did not contemplate seeking office for 
himself. Upon this basis the new organisation 
went roundly to work, aud succeeded in enforc- 
ing the retirement of the Atkinson Government. 
But no sooner was this effected than this dis- 
interested leader — this unselfish chief — soon 
made it felt that nothing could be done without 
him, and while the gi'cat middle party waa hesi- 
tating about wbat to do next, quietly assumed 
the Premiership for himself. Yet it is now 
absolutely believed by tbe followers of the Grey 
party that they can make use of tbeir astute 
chief, ami return by his means to office, leaving 
him out in the cold. They may depend upon it, 
Sir George Grey has no such intention. He 
knows far too well how necessary he is to them, 
and he is kr too fond of the enjoyments and 
excitements of power not to have bis share in 
whatever he enables them to secure. He can 
no longer be tbe incubus of the colony, but he 
will still be the bete noir of his own party, A a 
soon as, by means of bis affected withdrawal, 
they shall have succeeded in turning out Mr 
hall, their own difficulties will begin. Tbe 
country will not be long in perceiving that who- 
ever is the nominal head of the new Government, 
Sir G. Grey is still tho autocrat behind the 
scenes. They will love the new arrangement 
even worse than the old, for while he w.as 
Premier they could, at least, hold him respon- 
sible for hia continued freaks and endless 
illegalities. The quasi-Grey Government %vill 
begin its existence burdened from tbe fi rst with 
a fatal disease. The triumph of the anti-Grey 
party may be postponed while this fresh experi- 
ment is on its trial. But it will soon be played 
out, and our victory will then be more complete 
and more enduring than under present conditions 
can be expected.
